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Congress 
pay hikes 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — President Ford 
today signed legislation providing pay in­ 
creases for Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, members of Congress, the 
Cabinet, the Supreme Court and other 
high-level government officials. 
Congress rushed through the legisla­ 
tion before leaving on a month-long 
recess It was strongly endorsed by 
Ford 
The bill gives the government s top 
level officers, whose pay has been frozen 
since 1969. the same percentage in­ 
creases approved for civil service 
employes. 
The Bureau of Labor Standards has in­ 
formed Ford that it will take an 8.6 per 
cent increase to provide civil service 
employes with salaries comparable to 
those in the private sector. 
Ford can approve the 8.6 per cent in­ 
crease by taking no action. It then would 
go into effect Oct. 1. 
Or he can, which is more likely, 
recommend a smaller increase — 
probably 5 per cent — and submit it to 
Congress If either the Senate or House 
rejects the smaller raise, the 8.6 per cent 
increase goes into effect Oct. 1. 
The White House was expected to an­ 
nounce Ford’s decision later today or 
Tuesday. 
The pay increase will also go to top- 
level officers in the executive branch and 
to federal judges with salaries of $36,000 
and above The estimated cost of an 8.6 
per cent increase is $52 million. 


Worst Ireland 


rioting wrecks 


neighborhood 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland (U PI) — 
The worst Northern Ireland religious 
rioting in four years has wrecked a 
Roman Catholic neighborhood, killed 
two children and threatened the six- 
month-old cease-fire. 
Jeering Protestant and Catholic mobs 
battled with rocks, bottles and bullets 
along the “peace line” in divided Belfast 
Sunday, climaxing three days of violence 
across the province. 
British troops patrolling the 20-foot- 
high barrier dividing the Protestant 
Shankhill Road section and the Catholic 
Falls Road district were caught between 
the rival crowds. 
Police said a 4-year-old Catholic girl 
was killed in a crossfire between British 
troops and Catholic snipers. Authorities 
said a sniper gunned down a 15-year-old 
Catholic boy fleeing a British patrol. 
Catholic housewives said Protestant 
gangs advanced behind British patrols 
and tossed Molotov cocktails at homes in 
the Falls Road area. Women clutching 
children fled the blazing houses. 
Security officials described the 
fighting as the worst in Northern Ireland 
since 1971 when the British government 
imposed internment without trial for 
suspected extremists. 
Catholics had demonstrated across the 
province since Friday to mark the fourth 
anniversary of the British edict. Most of 
the protests turned into violent confron­ 
tations with soldiers. 
Security officers said police and troops 
used rubber bullets and tear gas to break 
up riots in all the province’s major 
cities. At least three persons were killed, 
15 injured and 46 arrested over the 
weekend. 
Religious violence in the province has 
taken 127 lives this year despite the Irish 
Republican Army’s declaration of a 
cease-fire on Feb. 10. 
An IRA spokesman in Belfast said the 
truce was still in effect, but the Catholic 
group's North Armagh Brigade threat­ 
ened to call off the cease-fire. 
“ Unless there is a change of attitude 
on behalf of the security forces, the Irish 
Republican Army will have to reconsider 
the cease-fire,” the brigade said in a 
statement.

Israel sends delegations 


to U.S. to discuss pact

The dispatch of two high-level Israeli 
delegations to Washington to discuss 
U.S. aid and details of a new Sinai pact 
gave further indication today that a new 
Israeli-Egyptian settlement was near. 
Israeli newspapers today raised the 
prospect of new Israeli-Syrian negotia­ 
tions. 
Mordechai Gazit, director general of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s office, 
an Meir Rosen, legal adviser to the 
foreign ministry, left Tel Aviv for 
Washington today and talks with Assis­ 
tant Secretary of State Joseph Sisco. 
A delegation of Israeli economic and 
m ilitary aid experts departed for 
Washington Sunday to seek $350 million 
annually in compensation for Israel’s 
return to Egypt of the Abu Rudeis oil 
fields and another $150 million for con­ 
struction of a new defense line in the 
Sinai. 
This money is in addition to the $2.5 


billion in grants and loans Israel is seek­ 
ing for the fiscal year 1976 that began 
July 1, about $1.8 billion of it for 
weapons. 
Israeli officials expressed optimism 
about the success of the aid negotiations 
for the simple reason of Washington’s 
willingness to receive the delegation. 
The United States postponed all talks 
about military and economic aid follow­ 
ing the breakdown of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s March shuttle di­ 
plomacy. 
Cairo reports said the United States 
delivered to Egypt today Israel’s latest 
proposals for a new interim peace agree­ 
ment on the Sinai front. 
U.S. Ambassador to Egypt Hermann 
F. Eilts passed on the Israeli position 
first at a meeting with Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi in Alexandria. Fahmi then 
took Eilts to see President Anwar Sadat 
for detailed talks on the proposals and 
Egypt’s reaction to them.

“ We recognize that we are overturning 
an honest attempt by the President to 
find a solution to a difficult crisis,” the 
three-juge panel said. “ At stake is 
nothing less than our country’s economic 
freedom and survival.”

In contrast with increasingly op­ 
timistic notes sounded in Israel, Egyp­ 
tian officials and American diplomats 
here maintained complete silence on the 
progress of the negotiations. 
The diplomatic sources said, however, 
they saw signs of “ accelerated 
movement” auguring well for the con­ 
clusion of an agreement. 
There was no official confirmation of 
Cairo press reports that in addition to the 
Israeli blueprint, Eilts had brought a 
message to Sadat from President Ford 
who has publicly called for “moderation 
and flexibility” by Israel and Egypt. 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) - The 
government rushed tough left-wing 
Marines back to the northern industrial 
city of Braga today to protect 20 Com­ 
munists trapped in a garden by an anti­ 
communist lynch mob. 
Police, who remained in their 
headquarters, said they could hear the 
frequent rattle of automatic gunfire and 
smell teargas. Residents said the 
Marines also were throwing grenades at 
the crowds, who threatened to 
overwhelm them. 
The Communists took refuge in the 
garden after thousands of angry Por­ 
tuguese broke through police and army 
lines and hurled flaming bottles of gas­ 
oline at the Communist headquarters, 
burning it to the ground 
Police said the mobs splattered the 
building with Molotov cocktails and 
blocked fire trucks from coming into the 
area until the building was burning out of 
control. They said the fate of the Com­ 
munists inside the building was un­ 
known. 
“They did not come out the front 
door,” a police spokesman said. “We do 
not know what happened to them.” 
A Socialist in Braga said he understood 
the Communists were able to escape 
from a back door in the headquarters and 
have fled from the area. He blamed the 
angry outburst on the government deci­ 
sion to bring in leftist Marines during the 
weekend to protect the Communists. 
It was the worst anti-Communist 
violence in weeks in protest against the 
leftist three-man ruling military junta’s 
efforts to impose a Soviet-style Peoples 
Republic on Portugal despite the heavy 
anti-Communist vote in last spring’s 
election.

Mrs. Gandhi dealt 
blow by high court 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - The In- 
dian supreme court overruled lawyers 
for Prime Minister Indira Gandhi today, 
setting the stage for a possible confron­ 
tation with her ironfisted regime. 
In a 50-minute session, the five-man 
court agreed to hear a challenge to a con­ 
stitutional amendment nullifying Mrs. 
Gandhi’s two court convictions for cor­ 
rupt campaign practices. 
The challenge was presented by Shani 
Bhushan. a lawyer for imprisoned 
socialist leader Raj Narain. 
He argued that the amendment 
“erodes the judicial authority of the 
Supreme Court. ” 
The amendment was rushed through 
both houses of parliament last week, 
ratified by a majority of the state 
legislatures Saturday, and signed into 
law Sunday by President Fakhruddin Ali 
Ahmed. 
It stipulates that election court ap­ 
peals against the country's president, 
vice president, prime minister or 
speaker of the lower house shall be “null 
and void.”

grand jury 


DETROIT (UPI) - U.S. Attorney 
Ralph Guy Jr. today said he will launch a 
federal grand jury investigation into the 
disappearance of former Teamsters 
Union president James R. Hoffa. 
The announcement came after the 12- 
day-old investigation lost its most 
promising lead — a blood stained car 
belonging to the son of a reputed Mafia 
leader Hoffa set out to meet the day he 
disappeared 
An FBI analysis of the dried blood Sun­ 
day found the substance was not from a 
human being but had apparently leaked 
from a frozen salmon carried in the car 
by Hoffa’s foster son. 
Guy said he would begin issuing sub­ 
poenas “ later this week,” ordering 
witnesses who he said have not fully 
cooperated with investigators to appear 
before the grand jury already seated in 
Detroit. 
Elimination of the blood stain lead wac 
believed a serious setback in the in­ 
vestigation, leaving FBI agents to 
concentrate on tips pouring in from 
throughout the country. 
The FBI scheduled its first news brief­ 
ing in the case for today. 
Hoffa, 62-year-old former president of 
the 2.2 Million-member Teamsters 
Union, was fighting to regain his former 
post when he disappeared July 30. 
He was last seen in the parking lot of 
the Machus Red Fox, a suburban 
restaurant where Hoffa was to meet with 
reputed Mafia leader Anthony “Tony 
Jack” Giacalone and two other men. The 
restaurant is halfway between Hoffa's 
Lake Orion home and Detroit. 
Charles “Chuckie” O’Brien. Hoffa’s 
foster son and a key figure in the in­ 
vestigation. told the FBI he borrowed a 
car from Giacalone’s son, Joe, to deliver 
frozen salmon to the wife of Detroit 
Teamsters offical Robert Holmes the 
morning Hoffa disappeared. 


There is no controversy over the need 
for action to extricate this country from 
its increasingly dangerous dependence 
on foreign petroleum,” today’s decision 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. William 
Proxmire. D-Wis., today accused 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. of paying bribes 
of up to “several million dollars” to 
foreign government officials, possibly to 
induce the purchase of the company's 
jumbo jet, the L1011. 
Proxmire, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, said he will hold 
hearings as soon as possible to deter­ 
mine who received the payments and for 
what purchase. 
He said the bribe charges could force a 
re-evaluation of the 1971 act approved by 
Congress to federally guarantee bank 
loans to Lockheed so the company could 
develop and market the L1011, a wide­ 
bodied jet. 
“ The possibility now exists that 
Lockheed’s foreign payoffs included 
bribes to government officials to induce 
the purchase of LlOlls,” Proxmire said. 
“If such payoffs were made, the Loan 
Guarantee Act may have been approved 
through false representations and the en­ 
tire basis for this program may have to 
be re-examined." 
So far, the government has guaranteed 
repayment of $195 million to private 
banks that have lent Lockheed money if 
Lockheed is unable to repay them. 
Lockheed previously admitted that 
since 1970, it has paid at least $22 million 
to officials and political organizations in 
a number of foreign countries, but it has 
refused to provide specific information 
about the payments, including the names 
of the recipients 


Richard Kaufman, general counsel of 
the Joint Economic Committee who is 
aiding Proxmire in the investigation, 
said. "It's conceivable that monies 
borrowed under the Loan Guarantee Act 
were used for some of these payments. 
It’s our understanding that the payments 
to overseas agents and government of­ 
ficials have continued until quite recent­ 
ly. in fact they may be going on right 
now. 
“ What we do not know is whether any 
payments were made specifically in con­ 
nection with the purchase of the L1011. ” 
Proxmire said the admissions by 
Lockheed that corporate funds have been 
paid to foreign government officials 
“ can have the most serious con­ 
sequences’’ and added. "My own 
preliminary investigation reveals that 
bribes ranging from a few thousand 
dollars to several million dollars were 
paid to individual foreign government of­ 
ficials.” 
Also, he said. “ It is clear that 
Lockheed has violated the financial dis­ 
closure requirements of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission by con­ 
cealing its foreign payoffs and maintain­ 
ing a double set of books and records. 
Kaufman said so far, there is no 
evidence that government officials knew 
of the overseas payments when the Loan 
Guarantee Act was being considered but 
“we do know that Lockheed officials 
knew about the program of payments 
before their testimony to us because the 
payments pre-date 1971.”

of European satellite

Mysteries of the universe are 
where you find them. 
On Friday, moments before 
the COS-B was shot into dark 
space from Vandenberg AFB a 
woman bent over a plant and 
waved her hand through its 
sm all yellow blossom s in 
curious gesture. She was 
standing at the open VIP view­ 
ing sight and about three miles 
out, the Delta rocket carrying 
satellite looked, on the horizon. 
like a tall pine as a mist of 
liquid oxygen skirted around it. 
Precisely at 6:48 p.m the 
Delta rumbled from the launch 
pad. The purpose of its payload 
is to gather and study data con­ 
cerning a mystery in outer 
space — extraterrestrial gam­ 
ma rays. 
The COS-B was launched by 
NASA, but belongs to the Euro­ 
pean Space Agency (ESA) and 
was manufactured by industry 
in seven of the ten member 
countries. They were Belgium. 
Denmark, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain and the United 
Kingdom. 
The 613-pound cylindrically- 
shaped satellite was placed into 
a highly eliptical orbit of 60,887 
by 217 statute miles, having an 
inclination of 90 degrees to the 
equator, by a three stage Delta 
booster with nine strap on solid 
motors for additional thrust at 
lift-off 
"NASA'S responsibility ends 
at spacecraft separation after 
the spacecraft has been in­ 
jected into ... orbit approx­ 
imately 63 minutes, 20 seconds 
after liftoff. The ESA will reim­ 
burse NASA for both the Delta 
launch vehicle and launch ser­ 
vices,” according to a NASA 
release. 
Study of gramma rays is ex­ 
p ected to im p rove our 
knowledge of the structure and 
origin of the universe by 
providing knowledge of high 
energy processes in space. 
The gamma rays to be 
measured com e from the 
center of our Milky Way and 
from extra-galactic sources. Of 
special interest is the behavior 
of pulsating stars, discovered 
as recently as 1967 and believed 
to be composed of highly com­ 
pressed nuclear matter. 
Pulsars emanate periodic 
radio emissions and super- 
energetic cosmic rays. 
The C O M satellite will 
defect garpma radiation by con­ 
verting it into electron-positron 
pairs within its spark chamber 
and recording the direction of 
incidence. The energy is 
measured in a calorimeter, an 
apparatus for m easuring 
qualities of heat. 
The satellite carries a single 
large experiment comprising 
the following main units: ex- 
C 
riment electronics, trigger- 
g telescope, anticoincidence 
dome, energy calorimeter and 
spark chamber. 
For more than 80 per cent of 
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COSMIC-B, the European Space Agency’s 
Cosmic Ray Observation Satellite lifts off Fri­ 
day from NASA’s Western Launch Operations 
Division SLC 2-West on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, at 6:48 p.m. The 613-pound cylindrically- 
shaped satellite was launched by NASA for the 
newly formed European Space Agency (ESA) 
aboard a three stage Delta rocket with nine 
strap on solid motors for additional thrust at lif­ 
toff. COS-B, the first satellite to b&launched by 
the newly formed ESA, is designeato study ex­ 
traterrestrial gamma-radiation, and is the 
eighth satellite developed by European industry 
for ESA and its predecessor ESRO (European 
Space Research Organization). 


the time is the 37-hour orbit, the 
COS-B will be outside the 
earth’s radiation belt. Because 
radiation is absorbed by the 
earth’s atmosphere, the gam­ 
ma rays originating in space 
can only be measured outside 
this region. 
Five main objectives may be 
id e n tifie d in the COS-B 
program: 
— establish the intensity of 
the average gamma ray flux 
— examine the large-scale 
anisotropy of the radiation over 
angular regions corresponding 
to galactic features 
— search for and examine 
sources of small angular size, 
especially those such as super­ 
nova remnants, quasars and 
other radio and x-ray sources 
— m e a s u r e the energy 
spectra of the radiations in all 
these categories 


— search for time variations, 
both long-term (as observed in 
certain x-ray sources) and of 
th e v e r y s h o r t p e r i o d s 
characteristic of pulsars, now 
observed in visible and x-ray 
wavelengths as well as radio. 


The launch and orbital opera­ 
tions of the spacecraft were 
controlled by ESA’s Space 
Operations Center at Darm­ 
stadt, Germany. 
Before the 200 or so spec­ 
tators loaded back on the VIP 
buses to retu rn to NASA 
h e a d q u a r t e r s on South 
Vandenberg, the woman took a 
pen-knife out of her handbag 
and cut several branches off the 
little plant and put both in the 
bag.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
It’s getting jittery in earth­ 
quake country. 
Small temblors continue to 
shake along a Northern Cali­ 
fornia fault line that state 
the geologists believe has lain dor 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UPI) — It costs $1 a mile to fly 
to Mars. 
That’s one way, for robots on­ 
ly* 
So when the first of two Vik­ 
ing spaceships leaves Florida — 
scheduled for 4:59 p.m. EDT to­ 
day — for a year-long search 
for life on the red planet, the 
meter will start spinning. 
It will stop at about 505 
million miles after a round­ 
about trip to the planet 230 
million miles away. A second 
Viking, leaving 10 days later, 
will follow the same route. 
The tab for American taxpay­ 
ers will be $1 billion. 
Is this trip necessary? 
Yes, says Dr. Gerald Soffen, 
project scientist for the Viking 
mission which has been seven 


years in the making. 
“If we find any form of life, it 
will cause an explosion about 
thoughts about ourselves, our 
importance in the cosmos, and 
accelerate all space programs, 
including eventual manned 
landings on planets,” Soffen 
said. 
“A real honest-to-God discov­ 
ery of life on Mars would be 
more important than anything 
NASA (the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration) 
has ever dreamed of before.” 
Robert Kraemer, NASA's 
director of planetary programs, 
said Viking is “far and away 
the most ambitious unmanned 
mission ever attempted by 
anyone." 
He admits it’s also the most 
expensive.

years. 


Dozens of tiny quivers have 
been recorded in Mother Lode 
country around Oroville, Calif., 
since a jolt measuring 6.1 on the 
Richter scale shook the com­ 
munity 10 days ago. 
Oroville, located 120 miles 
north of San Francisco, is the 
home of the nation's largest 
earthen dam, a fact that some 
researchers now believe might 
have caused the quakes. 
“There are a number of well 
documented cases of reservoirs 
triggering earthquakes,” said 
Dr. C. Barry Raleigh, a 
seismologist at the National 
Center for Earthquake Study at 
Menlo Park. 


Raleigh was a member of a 
team of research ers who 
caused man-made quakes near 
Denver by injecting water into 
known fault lines. 
“We were able to turn them 
(temblors) on and off like a 
faucet” by injecting fluids into 
the earth, he said. 
Quakes were also recorded 
during the past two weeks near 
Fresno, located about 100 miles 
south of San Francisco, where 
residents have heard many 
warnings about the possibility 
of another quake like the one 
that nearly leveled the city in 
1906. 
D uring th e w eek en d , a 
temblor measuring 4.1 shook an 
area 50 miles from Fresno. 
There was no major damage, 
but residents felt the quake 
over a wide area. 
In Oroville, dozens of scien­ 
tists are studying the faults in 
hopes of learning what caused 
the quakes and how to predict 
such occurrences.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
asking for suggestions on what 
to do with the soon-to-be 
finished $1.4 million mansion 
for California chief executives. 
B row n, 37, a b ach elor, 
refuses to live in the sprawling 
new structure and calls it a 
“governor’s mansion in exile.” 
But he frankly admits he is 
stumped on putting it to a useful 
purpose 
"I’m open for suggestions,” 
he said in an interview. 
“Start a vegetable garden on 
the premises,” he remarked 
half seriously. “That’s a pos­ 
sibility. Maybe the children in 
the neighborhood could start a 
vegetable garden.” 
He said he was certain that 
when the mansion is completed, 
either late this month or early 
next, visitors will have some 
suggestions.

Brown Jr., said during the 
weekend that "the severe im­ 
pact of inflation” doubled con­ 
struction costs and the state 
cannot afford more freeway 
construction, landscaping and 
related projects. 
“ Our money doesn’t buy 
enough of those programs to 
maintain those jobs,” McCaus­ 
land said in an interview. 
The Department of Transpor­ 
tation last week announced the 
cutting back of 3,300 jobs in the 
department. 
McCausland said the figure 
20.000 was “a ballpark es­ 
timate” and that his depart­ 
ment was working on more 
specific numbers. 
The state, he said, presently 
has $475 million worth of 
highway contracts that expire 


over the next 18 months. When 
those run out, the state will 
have about $15 million in con­ 
tracts, he said. 
Elimination of 20,000 jobs 
does not mean that number of 
workers will be unemployed. 
Some of the work is temporary 
and just will not be available. 
McCausland said raising the 
state gasoline tax by one cent to 
pay for highway jobs would 
save the positions of about 5,000 
workers in private industry.

In Ft. Smith, Ark., a White 
House spokesman traveling 
with President and Mrs. Ford’s 
vacation party said Sunday, 
“The President has long since 
ceased to be perturbed or sur­ 
prised by his wife’s remarks.” 


Later the spokesman added, 
“The President has said before 
that she is free to speak her 
mind, and she does.” 


Correspondent Morley Safer 
led Mrs. Ford into the topic of 
premarital sex during their in­ 
terview on CBS’ “60 Minutes” 
by asking, “Well, what if Susan 
Ford came to you and said, 
‘Mother, I’m having an af­ 
fair?”’ 


“Well, I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised,” Mrs. Ford responded. 
“I think she’s a perfectly nor­ 
mal human being like all young 
girls, if she wanted to continue 
and I would certainly counsel 
her and advise her on the sub­ 
ject, and I’d want to know pret­ 
ty much about the young man 
that she was planning to have 
the affair with — whether it 
was a worthwhile encounter or 
whether it was going to be one 
of those — 
“She’s pretty young to start 
affairs.” 
Safer interjected: 
“Never­ 
theless, old enough.” 
“Oh, yes,” said Mrs. Ford. 
“She’s a big girl.” 
As to her attitude toward 
premarital relations in general, 
Mrs. Ford said it sim ply 
seemed to be part of the free 
lifestyles of today’s young peo­ 
ple. 
“And in some cases, I’m not 
sure that, perhaps, there would 
be less divorce,” as a result, 
she said. 
In response to other ques­ 
tions, Mrs. Ford said she was 
confident none of her children 
were regular drug users — 
although, she said, “I’m sure 
they’ve all probably tried 
marijuana.” 
She said one of the Ford boys 
had “given me the devil” for 
saying that in the past and had 
denied he ever tried the drug.

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Mystery figure in Hearst 
investigation disappears 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
mystery figure in the Patricia 
Hearst investigation has vani­ 
shed. 
Jack Scott’s brother, who 
reportedly gave information 
that led federal authorities to 
subpoena Scott and his wife in 
connection with the search for 
M iss H earst, then later 
switched his allegiance to his 
brother, has disappeared, ac­ 
cording to members of the Scott 
family. 
The brother, Walter J. Scott, 
disappeared from a hotel lobby 
Thursday, the day he was to 
give a deposition to his 
brother’s lawyers about alleged 
illegal FBI wiretaps and other 
activities in the investigation, 
Jack Scott told UPI Sunday 
John J. Scott, father of the 
two, said in his Las Vegas, 
Nev., home that Walter tele­ 
phoned him Thursday night and 
said: “ The FBI has me holed up 
and I can’t get away.’’ The 
father said he has heard no 
more from Walter. 
“ Walter told us he is afraid 
for his life,’’ Jack Scott said. He 


told UPI he last saw his brother 
Thursday in the lobby of the 
New York Hilton Hotel. 
"H e w ent to m ak e a 
telephone call to David Rack, 
an FBI agent who befriended 
him, to tell him — as a courtesy 
— that he planned to make a 
statement in our behalf,” Jack 
said 
“ I haven’t seen him since In 
fact, I still have his luggage.” 
The FBI and New York police 
both said Scott’s disappearance 
had not been reported to them. 
A spokesman for the FBI said. 
“ We would certainly not be a 
party to any abduction.” 
The FBI spokesman said he 
had no further comment on any 
aspect of Scott’s story. 
Jack Scott said his brother 
came to New York last week in­ 
tending to tell Scott’s attor­ 
neys, under oath, his knowledge 
of alleged Illegal FBI wiretaps, 
intimidation and entrapment in 
the case involving Miss Hearst 
and the Scotts. 
“ We were going to meet a 
lawyer upstairs (in the hotel) to 
take his statement. Then he 


made that telephone call,” Jack 
Scott .said 
Sports activist Jack Scott is 
under subpoena to appear 
before a federal grand jury 
studying the Hearst case He 
described his missing brother 
as a computer specialist who 
has worked for various federal 
intelligence and security agen­ 
cies through private firms for 
the past 10 years. 
Federal investigators have 
said they have evidence that 
fugitives associated with Miss 
Hearst stayed at a Penn­ 
sylvania farmhouse rented last 
summer by Jack Scott and his 
wife Micki. 
Mrs. Scott was subpoenaed to 
appear before a grand jury in 
Harrisburg. Pa., last week but 
was granted a 10-day post­ 
ponement Jack faces a grand 
jury appearance Sept. 4 Both 
have said they plan not to 
“ collaborate” with the federal 
inquiry 
Scott said Walter also has 
been subpoenaed and was to ap­ 
pear Aug. 10. Federal au­ 
thorities in Pennsylvania and 
Washington refused com ­ 
ment 
Jack and Micki Scott staged a 
disappearance of their own this 
year while the FBI sought 
them 
Surfacing nearly six 
weeks later. Jack sa*d he 
believed his brother had been 
one of the FBI’s sources of in­ 
formation 
vScott said Walter has per­ 
formed work through subcon­ 
tractors for the National 
Security Agency and the 
Supreme Allied Command of 
NATO in Europe. 


Boston police 
break up race 
confrontation 


BOSTON (UPI) - First there 
was name-calling, then bottles 
began flying. But mounted 
police and formations of hel- 
meted officers, some wading up 
to their waists, managed to 
defuse a ” swim-in” without 
serious injury. 
The police Sunday patiently 
but relentlessly pushed thou­ 
sands of blacks and whites from 
Carson Beach. Authorities said 
10 persons were arrested on 
minor charges and 40 — in­ 
cluding 27 policemen — injured, 
most of them suffering cuts and 
bruises. 
Up to 4,000 whites and 2,000 
blacks crowded the area, ac­ 
cording to an estim ate by 
Barry. The demonstration was 
planned by civil rights leaders, 
because of racial incidents at 
the beach the previous two 
weekends. 


“ There were upwards of 800 
police today.” said Charles 
Barry, state public safety com­ 
missioner. It “ was an indica­ 
tion of what the law enforce­ 
ment community intends to do” 
when citywide desegregation of 
public schools begins in three 
weeks, he said. 
Exchanges started shortly 
before 2 p.m. with shouts of 
“ Hey whitey” and “ Get the 
niggers.” ^ ttle s and rocks 
started to fly. 
But there were no police 
charges. Instead, slow, steady 
advances by massed police 
separated black from white and 
calmed the situation in less 
than two hours. 
“ If the planning and prepara­ 
tion had not been there, we 
would have had a very volatile 
situation,” Barry said. 


Nixon may reveal all on television 


BEVERLY HILLS. Calif. 
(UPI) — Former President 
Richard Nixon may talk about 
W atergate In a ” no-holds- 
barred” 90-minute television 
segment with English televi­ 
sion personality David Frost — 
but the broadcasts won't be air­ 
ed until after the 1976 presiden­ 
tial election. 
Frost, a former talk show 
host, told reporters at a news 
conference Sunday Nixon 
signed a 15-page contract that 
specifies the former president 
will talk about Watergate. 
“ The former President has 
neither requested nor has he 
received any editorial control.” 


Frost said, “ whether in terms 
of the content or editing of the 
programs, the use of newsreel 
footage or by way of prior 
knowledge of any of the ques­ 
tions, 
"N o subject, including 
Watergate, has been barbed.” 
Frost said Nixon agreed to 
more than 20 taping sessions. 
The tapings, at his San 


Clemente. Calif . home later 
this year, will run as four 90- 
minute segments and will be 
aired internationally after the 
1976 elections 
“ The amount of money in­ 
volved is confidential.” Frost 
said “ I'm relying on Mr Nix­ 
on’s word that he would speak 
out in candor I cannot even 
give you a ballpark figure on 


the financial arrangements” 
According to Frost, he was 
acting on behalf of an inter­ 
national consortium of broad­ 
casting organizations But he 
refused to name the broad­ 
casters or the networks. 
"1 have a number of verbal 
a gr ee me n t s with br o ad ­ 
casters.” he said "I won’t say 
who until they are signed ”

Lou Thesz, 59, 
still wrestling, 
defending sport

NEW YORK (UPI) - Lou Thesz is a fine figure of a man 
He has a 50-inch chest, a 36-inchwaistline and an 18-inch neck 
along with this absurd idea of his that wrestling is strictly on 
the up-and-up. 
What else would you expect him to say? 
Fifty-nine-year-old Lou Thesz has been wrestling 
professionally 42 years, was world champion six different 
times and is going against Eric the Red at Jersey City 
tomorrow night, in what they want everyone to believe is a 
“serious grudge match” yet. So what’s Lou Thesz going to 
say —professional wrestling is a great big joke? 
He’d never say a thing like that in his life. Okay, I’ll say it 
for him then. Professional wrestling is a great big joke. 
I made it clear to Lou Thesz how I feel about wrestling. I 
told him how my desk has been hit with a bunch of hate mail 
for nearly a year now, the letter-writers looking to clamp a 
headlock or armlock on me because I don’t see professional 
wrestling as a legitimate sport anymore than I do go-go 
dancing 
Yeah, yeah, I know wrestlers get hurt sometimes What 
does that prove? I know guys who get hurt by go-go dancers 
sometimes. 
“Some fellows short on ability make spectacles of 
themselves with their histrionics,” says Lou Thesz. “ Some 
use too much showmanship.” 


“ Are you saying some of the matches are fakes?” was my 
question to Lou Thesz. 
“ I didn't say that,” was his answer. “You’ve got competi­ 
tive wrestling in many areas of the country. They’re honest 
matches ” 
“ How do you feel when so many people say they’re 
fakes?” I asked him. 
“ People always feel they know more about your business 
than you do.” 
“ How many matches have you had?” 
“Six thousand, four hundred.” 
"All of ’em honest?” 
“One hundred per cent. That’s the only way I perform. My 
wrestling coach, George Tragos, was a three-time Olympic 
champ. He won twice for Greece and once for the U.S.” 
“ How many of your matches did you win?” 
"I lost eleven.” 
“ Any draws?” 
“ Lots of ’em.” 
“ Who’s the best you ever saw?” 
“ Ed Strangler Lewis. He was the best of the bunch. He had 
the physical and mental makeup, and was put together right 
for the job When he was wrestling, they'd make side bets 
and he’d always win You can’t make those bets anymore, 
That’s gambling. It’s illegal.” 
Bom in St. Louis, Thesz never has gone in for any gim­ 
mickry or frills. He remembers being in Mexico City for a 


match 20 years ago. One of those on the card was 
equipped with a black mask and long cape, and another was 
“ El Medico,” decked out in a white surgical jacket 
“Where’s your wrestling gear?” the promoter asked Thesz 
after he had put on his tights and nothing more. 
“You’re looking at it, baby,” said the big, good-looking 
Missourian. “ I’m gonna go out there and show you 
something you haven’t seen much of lately.’ 
“ What’s that?” asked the promoter. 
"Wrestling,” said Thesz, who then went out and beat Guri 
Guarerra, considered Mexico’s foremost hand-to-hand expo­ 
nent at the time. 
. 
Listening to Lou Thesz tell some of his delightful stories 
can’t help but bring to mind another one concerning a long­ 
time sports writer friend of mine. 
Assigned to cover the wrestling matches at Memorial 
Auditorium in Kansas City more than JO years ago, this 
writer-friend happened to have a date with a good-looking 
girl that night. What’s more, he didn’t care for wrestling five 
cents worth. So he went to the promoter, told him he had a 
date and couldn’t stay for the matches but would he take this 
phone number and please call in the results when they were 
finished? 
“ I’ll do even better than that,” the promoter said to my 
friend, handing him an envelope with the results already 
typed out. “ Here, take these! Just make sure you don t 
nhnnp 
into vour office before 11 o’clock.”

When your team trails the division 
leader by 15Mb games in mid-August, it 
can sometimes take a good deal of soul- 
searching to be satisfied with your per­ 
formance... unless you’re Don Sutton.

“ It feels fine to be the winningest for 
right now but it's just a stepping stone to 
something else,” said Sutton. 
That something else might well be the 
Cy Young Award, for which Sutton is one 
of the leading candidates, with San 
Diego's Randy Jones and the Mets’ Tom 
Seaver. 


Walt Alston, the Dodger manager who 
believes his team can still catch Cincin­ 
nati, is hoping Sutton, a streak pitcher, 
will help propel the Dodgers into conten­ 
tion during the next few weeks. 


“Sutton’s a good steady pitcher,” said 
Alston. “ If we’re going to get back in the 
race, he’ll have to continue to pitch the 
way he has been.” 
The 2-1 victory, keyed by rookie John

Yeager’s run-scoring single, is helping 
Alston keep his faith.

EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - Bruce Jen- 
ner of San Jose, Calif., snapped the world 
record in the decathlon Sunday with an 
astounding 8,524 total at the U.S.- 
U.S.S.R -Poland decathlon meet here. 
Jenner’s mark erased a three-year-old 
record of 8,454 set by the Soviet Union’s 
Nikolay Avilov in the Munich Olympics 
of 1972. Avilov finished third in this meet 
with 8,211. Fred Dixon of the U.S. placed 
second with 8,277. 
The 24-year-old Jenner, whose 
previous best was 8,308 set last year, 
recorded personal bests in seven of 10 
events, including a 4:16.6 clocking in the 
the 1,500 meters to climax the day. 
Jenner won only two events — the 1500 
and discus — but placed high in the other 
eight events.

In addition, the meet saw an 
astonishing 10 men snap the 8,000 
plateau, breaking the old record of four. 
After Jenner, Dixon and Avilov, came 
Ryszard Skowronek of Poland, the Euro- 
pean cham pion, 8,185; Leonid 
Litvenyenko, U.S.S.R., 8,117; Rudolf 
Zigert, U SS R., an all-time best of 
8,090; Fred Samara, the AAU champion, 
8,077, also a personal record; Steve 
Gough, U.S., his first time over 8,000 at 
8,057; Crai Brigham a University of 
Oregon student from Eugene, also his 
first time over the magic figure at 8,027, 
and Ryszard Katus of Poland, 8,005. 
It became obvious that there would be 
a good number over 8,000 after eight 
events were completed, when most of 
the 10 top finishers drew well in reach of 
the mark.

DETROIT (UPI) - Television’s 
critically acclaimed “ Baseball World of 
Joe Garagiola” apparently has been 
called out by a bigger umpire than one 
who judges balls and strikes. 
“ It doesn’t look like Baseball World’ 
will be back,” Garagiola said Sunday 
about the future of his popular show that 
precedes the nationally televised Mon­ 
day night baseball game. "I don’t have 
any place to go.” 
Baseball and television have a new 
contract for next season —one that 
switches Monday night baseball from 
NBC to ABC, which also shows the highly 
popular pro football games on those 
nights in the fall. 
Garagiola, the colorful former major 
league catcher, is under contract to 
NBC, which isn’t likely to let him be seen 
on a regular basis on a competing 
network. 
Garagiola was in Detroit filming an 
upcoming spoof on foul ball catching at 
major league baseball parks. 
The shows range from the lighter 
aspects of baseball to such serious ones 
as his favorite, the two-parter on Gates 
Brown and the Tiger pinch-hitter’s 
prison experiences. That show was 
nominated for an Emmy it didn’t 
receive, which still burns Garagiola 
when he talks about it. 
“ I don’t think they want to switch it to 
Saturday (when NBC will still televise 
weekly games he will be broadcasting) 
because it would cost too much,” 
Garagiola said. “ And it’s not the kind of 
a show you can do from a dugout. You 
have to go places.” 
Commercial time for Saturday after­ 
noon is far less expensive to advertisers 
than prime-time spots.

“Yes,” said Nicklaus following his 
fourth PGA title and 16th major tourna­ 
ment win Sunday at the Firestone Coun­ 
try Club. “ I suppose of the four major 
tournaments, I had a better chance to 
win them this year than ever before.”

Nicklaus, who this year has won 
$248,599, finished two shots behind 
playoff winner Lou Graham ami John 
Mahaffey in the Open and was only one 
shot behind Jack Newton and winner 
Tom Watson who played off for the 
British. 


However he left little to chance in Sun­ 
day’s final round. He shot a one over 71 
for a 72-hole score of 276, four under par. 


He went into the day with a four shot 
edge over Bruce Crampton and after the 
first three holes, two of which he 
bogeyed, played like a finely tuned 
engine until he had it wrapped up. 


Crampton, who hung in gamely 
through 14 holes, finished with a 69 and a 
278 total, one better than Weiskopf who 
had a closing 69 and 279. 


Andy North, with the final round’s best 
score, a five under 65, finished fourth at 
281, while Hale Irwin, with a final round 
73, and Billy Casper, who had a 70, 
finished at 283. 


Nicklaus, who said he played the best 
four rounds he had ever played in one 
tournament at Firestone, bogeyed the 
first hole, birdied the second and 
bogeyed the third in a rather erratic 
start. 


But he settled down and from the third 
hole to the 18th, which he double bogeyed 
after driving under an evergreen tree, he 
was near perfect. 


Nicklaus, who now has four PGA ti­ 
tles, can tie Walter Hagen for the most 
PGA wins next year at Congressional in 
Washington, D C. “ I’d like to be able to 
tie that record,” he said. 


Although Sunday’s victory was his 16th 
major victory, Nicklaus said he savored 
it as much as the rest, except possibly 
the first. 


"Each one adds its own dimension,” 
said the Golden Bear. “ Anytime I whip a 
tough golf course and a field like this, it’s 
pretty satisfying.” 


Crampton pretty well summed up his 
feelings by saying: “I guess I’ll be in a 
familiar role in this tournament next 
year — defending runnerup.” 


Weiskopf, who trailed by six shots go­ 
ing into the final round, made a quck 
charge with two straight birdies, but 
quickly fell back and was never really a 
factor.

The Oakland Raiders compiled the btest record in the 
National Football League last season and from the looks 
of their 1975 pre-season opener, they could be even 
stronger this year. 
The Raiders, who won 12 of 14 regular season games 
and ousted defending Super Bowl champ Miami in the 
playoffs before being bounced themselves by Pittsburgh 
in the American Conference title game, overwhelmed 
the Detroit Lions Sunday. With reserve quarterback 
Larry Lawrence going almost all the way, Oakland 
blasted the Lions 34-0. 
Lawrence is only in his second NFL season but he has 
two years of Canadian football ami a year of taxi squad 
experience behind him. He completed 9-of-ll passes for 
101 yards and a touchdown. 
And while Lawrence directed the offense, the Raider 
defense shut off Detroit completely. The Lions were 
able to gain only 44 total yards in the first half and 115 


overall and entered Oakland territory only once. 
“That’s an awesome array of talent,” said Lions 
Coach Rick Forzano. “ Everything they did seemed to 
work and nothing we did worked.” 
Oakland piled up 311 yards and the Raiders had 20 first 
downs compared to only six for Detroit. 
Starter Ken Stabler, who hit 3-of-4 passes in running 
only two series, threw a 37-yard touchdown pass to Cliff 
Branch and Lawrence threw a 10-yard TD pass to 
Morris Bradshaw. Pete Banaszak ran one yard and 
rookie Louis Carter eight for two more TDS. 
The Rams, meanwhile, were stomping the Dallas 
Cowboys 35-7 in Los Angeles. The same two teams meet 
in the Sept. 21 season opener in Dallas. 
The Cowboys didn’t score until the third quarter, 
when cornerback David Shaw intercepted a pass and 
returned it 30 yards to the Rams' end zone. 
The Cowboys only got past midfield on their own one 
time, with Roger Staubach at the helm. 


“This is just the beginning." said Chuck Knox. Rams 
coach.

It makes sense 


Not too long ago, Caspar Weinberger stepped down as 
secretary of Health, Education and Welfare and when he step­ 
ped down he issued a very stern warning to the American peo­ 
ple. His warning simply put is that the inexorable growth of 
welfare and social service programs run by the federal govern­ 
ment is not only driving the nation into bankruptcy, but also 
threatening to take away individual liberties. 
Weinberger is a conservative and thoughtful individual and 
recognized early that some people seem unable to understand — 
that spending huge amounts of money to combat social ills can 
both fail to cure them and may leave society worse off. 
“If social programs continue growing for the next two 
decades at the same pace they have in the last two, we will 
spend more than half of our whole Gross National Product for 
domestic social programs alone by the year 2000.” Weinberg 
said in his farewell. “Should that day ever come, half of the 
American people will be working to support the other half. At 
that point, government would be like a gigantic sponge, sopping 
up all the nation’s surplus capital needed for industrial growth 
and modernization.” 
If such predictions come true, it is only logical that when the 
government eats up capital, industry will starve and little or no 
money will be invested in the kind of economic growth that 
produces jobs. 
Weinberger points the finger squarely at Congress for failing 
to prune the overgrown tangle of social programs and adding 
expensive new programs whenever it seemed politically ad­ 
visable. 
The Congressionally sanctioned proliferation of programs — 
more than 300 at latest count — means that the government is 
exercising more and more control over the everyday lives of the 
people, Weinberger said, especially those who rely on the 
government for cash income, medical and dental care, child 
care, housing subsidies and so forth. The grave danger to those 
who don’t live off the government dole is that the economy upon 
which we all depend will be undermined. 
It just makes sense.

Those who will use the products of the 
research, if it is used — men and women 
in federal and local government, in in­ 
dustry, business and farming — are too 
frequently not brought in on the deci­ 
sions. 
A study sponsored by the National 
Research Council of the prestigious 
National Academy of Sciences concludes 
that “in the course of the last decade, 
research and development programs 
related to the practical uses of space 
systems have been formulated primarily 
by aerospace technologists, guided 
largely by their own perception of what 
would constitute useful information and 
services ... There have been few 
organized efforts to permit users to ex­ 
press their needs and thus have a voice in 
the planning of new space systems...” 
The scientist planners, having left the 
consumers out of their calculations, 
must then spend more millions “selling” 
the importance of their work to the same 
public, industry, agriculture, business 
groups and government agencies they 
have previously ignored, in the hope of 
finding enough users to justify what

they’ve spent so many millions doing. 
For more than two and a half years 
now, more than 300 investigators have 
been experimenting with various poten­ 
tial practical uses of data provided by 
one project, the earth resources satellite 
— now named LANDSAT I. 
In part, the problem arises because 
there exists in some powerful sections of 
the scientific community a lofty disdain 
for anything practical. Within the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration, for example, there has 
been a running war for years, with the 
purists fighting to eliminate — so far as 
possible — all experiments of direct 
practical use. 
The most serious problems arise in 
social research where findings frequent­ 
ly are based on prejudgments, and deter­ 
mined in large part by the social beliefs 
of the investigator. To leave the supervi­ 
sion of such research solely in the hands 
of the social scientists themselves is not 
only costly and wasteful, but dangerous. 
For it takes the decision-making power 
on some vital social issues from the 
public and places it in the hands of scien­ 
tific oligarchy. 
In the social sciences, where absolute 
measurements are impossible, and so 
much depends on judgment, the results 
are too frequently similar to the now 
well-known controversial “ Man, A 
Course of Study,” designed for instruc­ 
tion in anthropology for grade school stu­ 
dents. Some of the material included can 
be called scientific only by a loose 
stretching of that term. Some compe­ 
tent nonscientists who have read the 
course, and some teachers who have 
taught it, have been offended at its con­ 
tent. Who then is to determine whether 
they, or the social scientists who 
developed it, are correct? Certainly this 
business of values and objectives is 
something that in a democracy, the peo­ 
ple must, in the end, decide. What is at 
issue is how their public funds are to be 
spent and how their children are to be 
taught. Considerable amounts of money 
now go into these dead aids, with little 
proper supervision or judgment.

Common Ground by Steve La 


On Wednesday, July 23, a shark too 
large to meddle with, rammed its jaws 
into the side of Diver Robert Rebstock 
near Pt. Conception. Three companions 
in a nearby boat, fished the youth out of 
the water and headed for shore. 
Acting on a tip, the Record dispatched 
news teams both to the Bixby Ranch site 
w h e re 
the 
four 
beached the boat and 
to Lompoc District 
Hospital, where Reb­ 
stock was taken for 
emergency treatment 
for lacerations and 
tooth 
p u n c t u r e 
wounds. 
The Record’s July 24 
report on the incident 
was the earliest and 
most complete in the 
state, scooping even 
LA television stations. 
A tiny wire service yam, written from 
the Record account, appeared that day in 
some afternoon dailies. 


Since this time, news coverage of the 
incident has been attacked (or should we 
say encountered) in public print. The 
most recent is a letter to the editor 
published in the Santa Maria Times by 
Tom Hesseldenz, Rebstock’s companion 
diver who was suiting up when the shark 
exploded out of the ocean with his friend 
in its mouth. 


Hesseldenz says that there was “initial 
biased reporting” by newsmen at Lom­ 
poc District Hospital, that quotes printed

the Rosenbergs weren’t really guilty; 
that the people who were hanged for it 
weren’t really accomplices of John 
Wilkes Booth — on back through 
Dreyfus, to Socrates himself (who was in 
fact guilty under Athenian law). 
All the more useful, under the circum­ 
stances, an article of overwhelming 
sobriety published in the current issue of 
Commentary magazine. It is called very 
simply, “Was Alger Hiss guilty?” and it 
could have been written by a computer, 
so dry and factual is it, so obsessively 
concerned to drain every last bit of bias 
out of the recounting of the story. 
In fact it is written by a professor of 
law at Cornell, Mr. Irving Younger, who 
had served as an attorney in private 
practice and as an assistant United 
States attorney and as judge in both the 
civil and criminal courts in New York 
City. Mr. Younger has taught Evidence 
at both Columbia and New York law 
schools and he says that the question: 
was Alger Hiss guilty? requires, finally, 
that you the juror take a position con­ 
cerning ten contradictions on which Hiss

of Rebstock’s were false and that 
newsmen biased their story by “having 
us answer selected questions of their 
choosing and not recording the complete 
story.” The news stories, he indicates, 
were exaggerated, warped and sen­ 
sationalized. 
It must be deeply disturbing to see a 
friend of yours come inches from being 
tom 
apart by a shark in a sudden, 
overwhelming attack. This was evident 
when we interviewed Hesseldenz at the 
hospital. He repeatedly told us, for ex­ 
ample, that he and Rebstock, who is his 
roommate, live in Goleta. This is what 
we printed. We learned later, though that 
the two do not live in Goleta at all; they 
live in Isla Vista. 
An incident terrifying enough to make 
you forget where you live will make you 
forget other things. 
Quotes, for example. The reporters 
who covered the story at the hospital 
have three and five years experience as 
newsmen respectively. They know that 
witnesses or victims at terrifying inci­ 
dents like fatal auto accidents, house 
fires or killings often don’t remember 
later what they told newsmen at the 
scene. 
Another law of newspapering operates 
on direct quotes taken at leisure from 
even senators, evangelists and nobel 
prize laureates. What people remark to a 
reporter in an angry or exultant moment 
often has quite a different meaning and 
implication to them at the time than the 
exact same words have later when they 
appear in cold print. The less ac- 


and Chambers gave conflicting evidence 
that emerged from the sea of testimony. 
Mr. Younger concludes that in respect 
of the first five the evidence is moot: you 
cannot find against Mr. Hiss without 
reasonable doubt. The sixth weights in 
favor of Hiss. The seventh, eighth, ninth, 
and tenth convict Hiss. 
Number seven was the famous rug, 
given by Chambers to Hiss as an expres­ 
sion of gratitude from the Communist 
Party. Independent testimony confirms 
that the rug was bought, and accepted by 
Hiss. Hiss’s explanation of his possession 
of it was unreasonable beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 
The eighth was the matter of Hiss’s 
giving Chambers $400 to buy a second­ 
hand car. The records reveal that Hiss 
withdrew $400 in cash four days before 
Chambers paid $400 in cash for a car. 
Coincidence is unreasonably strained, 
given the surrounding narrative, by in­ 
sisting that the two transactions were 
discrete. 
The ninth was the earlier transfer of 
Hiss’s old Ford, which he desired 
philanthropically to donate for the 
general use of a Communist operative. 
Hiss said he gave the car to Chambers. 
The records show that Hiss himself 
signed a transfer assigning title to the 
Cherner Motor Company which there­ 
upon reassigned the car to one William 
Rosen, but left the transaction out of the 
record books. William Rosen, summoned 
to the stand, refused to say whether he 
was Communist. 
We approach Götterdäm merung, 
namely the typewriter. A huge amount of 
publicity has been given to the 
typewriter, the insinuated assumption 
among pro-Hiss people being that either 
Whittaker Chambers himself forged the 
typewriter, or else that the F.B.I. did. 
Every time there is a press conference 
on the matter, it is suggested that any 
day now it will be established that the 
typewriter presented at the trial was a 
forgery. But any day has a way of never 
coming. 
What is especially tantalizing about it 
all is that preposterous though it is, it 
wouldn’t actually alter the matter if it 
happened to be so. Because what nailed 
Hiss was the indisputable identity 
between the typewriter used in the mid­ 
thirties by Priscilla Hiss to write letters 
to Bryn Mawr on alumnae business, and 
the typewriter used during the same 
period to write paraphrases and copies 
of secret State Department documents 
turned over to Chambers. 
Perhaps the next step is for one of 
Alger Hiss’s lawyers to claim that Whit­ 
taker Chambers posed as the secretary 
of the Bryn Mawr Alumnae Association 
in 1938 for the purpose of ambushing Hiss 
in 1948. I have no doubt there are many 
people around who would believe it.

customed a person is to being quoted, the 
more common this problem is. Quite 
often, people running for elective office 
for the first time will call a reporter in a 
small town, evening edition in hand, to 
plead, “My God, did I say this?” 
The reporters were experienced, Hes­ 
seldenz and Rebstock were excited and 
not used to publicity and the Record’s 
quotes were accurate. 
Hesseldenz, in his letter, never men­ 
tions what parts of the incident we were 
supposed to have left out by selective 
questioning, but he says our account was 
“sensationalized.” 
Actually, the reverse is true. We were 
wary of a “fish story,” so we asked the 
witnesses repeatedly about the size of 
the shark and reported fully that Reb­ 
stock’s injuries were slight. We did com­ 
pare the incident with the motion pic­ 
ture “Jaws” but we didn't think this was 
far fetched. 
The event was a shark attack, unless 
you believe one other letter writer who 
suggested that Rebstock may have ac­ 
tually have viciously jabbed his right hip 
into the maws of the shark or that the 
shark wasn’t looking where it was going 
and accidentally bumped into the diver. 
Perhaps “Jaws” is sansatkmalistic. Be 
that as it may, a newspaper’s function is 
to print the facts as it can determine 
them whether they’re exciting or not. 
The facts of the shark incident were 
elusive, if you listened to Hesseldenz. He 
told us at the hospital that, after two 
years experience as a diver, he believed 
it was a blue shark that hit his friend. By 
estimating its size relative to his 16-foot 
boat, he told us, he judged the shark to be 
between 12 and 14 feet long but certainly 
not longer than the boat. The record 
reported that the shark was 12 feet in 
length, suspecting that he may be ex­ 
aggerating. 
The next day, two reporters for the Los 
Angeles Times visited Rebstock and 
Hesseldenz at their Isla Vista address. 
By that time, the pair was being inun­ 
dated by media inquiries, tv news crews 
filmed Rebstock’s bloody bandages and 
flew helicopters over the site. 
Rebstock and Hesseldenz told the 
Times people that the shark was 
definitely a Great White, the same as im­ 
mortalized in "Jaws,” and that it was 
not 12 but from 14 to 18 feet long. 
It appeared that the shark’s length had 
a direct relationship to the size of the 
news organization doing the story. If the 
New York Times had sent a reporter, 
perhaps it would have grown into a 35- 
foot sea monster. 
This is how it appeared, but it was a 
false impression. Hesseldenz and Reb­ 
stock appear to be honest men and, after 
talking with UCSB biologists, examining 
Rebstock’s scars and collating their 
recollections, they knew more about 
what happened several days afterward 
than they did when they spoke with us at 
the hospital. This is fair. 
Hopefully, they will soon be in a better 
position to understand how news events 
are covered.

shortage 


It f n just about this time last year 
when the wife began to get frantic over a 
shortage of canning lids as she was 
preparing to go to the ranch for the year­ 
ly chore of canning peaches. A mention 
of this fact in the column and lo, and 
behold, canning lid sources were found. 
Well, once again, it appears that 
persons bent on cann­ 
ing are crying the 
same story — shor­ 
tage of lids. We’ve 
looked into this. 
It appears that as 
with the penny a few 
y e a r s ago which 
speculators hoarded in 
a n tic ip a tio n of a 
dramatic rise in the 
B 
‘:e of copper, the 
t evidence is that 
the current shortage 
of replacement cann­ 
ing lids is simply due to too much an­ 
ticipatory buying — call it fear and/or 
greed. 
It is true that manufacturers were 
caught by surprise last year by the unex­ 
pected demand for canning supplies. The 
Agriculture Department estimates that 
because of rising prices, six million 
Americans tried their hands at home 
gardening for the first time. 
The 1974 shortage, however, involved 
both Mason jars as well as lids. This 
year, plenty of complete canning outfits 
are available; it’s the replacement lids 
that disappear the minute they hit store 
shelves. 
According to congressional testimony 
by Nancy Harvey Steorts, special assis­ 
tant to the secretary of agriculture for 
consumer affairs, the department es­ 
timated a home canning population of 
18.6 million in 1975. 
Figuring 100 replacement lids per can- 
ner, it came up with a projected need of 
close to 1.9 billion lids. Actually, it would 
be millions less because home canners 
entering the field for the first time would 
purchase complete canning outfits and 
others would freeze their foods. 
The department ascertained that three 
manufacturers alone would produce over 
1.5 billion lids and that the several other 
manufacturers involved would bring this 
to about two billion. Because of anxiety, 
however, home canners started asking 
for lids before they normally would. In 
Florida and other southern states with 
early canning seasons, tourists bought up 
the lids in later winter and early spring. 
Many manufacturers are working 
around the clock, six days a week, and 
some are working around the clock seven 
days a week. 
•“We truly believe that if home canners 
buy just the lids they need for this 
season, there would be enough,” says 
Mrs. Steorts. “However, if this hoarding 
continues, there won’t be enough no mat­ 
ter how many lids are placed on the 
market.”
